There is considerable un-

R's that lime again income, 
tax time— and there's a lot of 
talk going around about the 
possibility and advisability of 
cutting taxes.

There is also a Strong legal 
argument that no taxing bmly 
can tax more than whirl is 
needed to meet cunviit 
needs. 

This law, of course, mnkes 
it almost impossible fur a 
local government to finance 
capital improvements without 
resorting to the issuing of in- 
terest-bearing bonds. 

Actually more than just a 
courthouse is involved in the 
court action and it could have 
far-reaching effect on all pub- 
lic building.

Fiber Content Gives Clue 
To Sweater Quality 

;, URBANA— OnCj gooll tciue 
to sweater quality is tlte fiber 
content, explains Esther Sic- 
men, University ; of Illinois 
extension textiles and cloth- 
ing specialist. 

Here arc some of the fea- 
tures you can anticipate in 
the various fibers: | 

Wool; offers durability, 
resilience and warmth, It 
needs careful handling and 
cleaning because of its at- 
tractiveness to moths and its 
tendency to mat. 

Cashmere is a luxurious 
fiber that produces a soft, al- 
most silky feci. While not to 
durable as wool, it presents 
the same care problems. It 
may be blended with wool or 
nylon to add strength as well 
as to reduce the cost of the 
garment, 

Watch for variations in 
the grade of cashmere. Us- 
ually, the softer and silkier 
the fabric, the higher the 
quality. 

Mohair, from Angora kids, 
has a fine, delicate appear- 
ance and an interesting tex- 
ture in sweaters. The fiber 
is often blended with wool 
to make softer yarns and to 
reduce cost. 

Anotiicr fiber that can be 
blended with wool or other fi- 
bers is rabbit hair, which 
adds a rich texture to tiie 
blend. 

Of the man made fibers, 
rayon, nylon and the acrylics 
arc most commonly used in 
sweaters. ,

Rayon is usually made into 
novelty sweaters with a nob- 
by texture. These garments 
may need reblocking occa- 
sionally because they lend to 
lose shape in laundering. 

Nylon may be found in the 
texturixed continuous fila- 
ment or spun form. Sweat- 
ers made from the continuous 
filament form are less likely 
to pill than those with the 
spun form. On the other 
hand, spun nylon sweaters 
have a softer texture than the 
continuous filament type. 

Orion and -other acrylic 
fibers have a softer, warmer 
feeling than nylon and arc 
more resistant to wrinkling 
than nylon. Orion Saycllc Is 
less likely to pill or become 
fuzzy after washing .than 
other orlon. 

In sweaters made from a 
blend of fibers, the chief 
properties conic from the 
fiber that is present in the 
largest percentage. Less than 
ten percent of a fiber in a 
blend gives only pattern and 
color effects. 

Miss Sicmeu says that you 
can easily tell the fiber con- 
tent by checking the sweater 
label. I hit, since fiber con- 
tent is only part of the pic- 
ture in determining sweater 
quality, she suggests that you 
also consider such features as 
sweater and construction 
workmanship.

Chicago, Dee. lb — I'ho 
School Problems Commission 
today recommended that the 
73rd General Assembly al- 
locate slightly more than 
fff& million for the construc- 
tion of a statewide educa- 
tional television netvvork.Tltc 
requested appropriation 
would also finance tho oper- 
ation of the network during 
the 73rd bienulum. 

Action by the Commission 
culminated a recommenda- 
tion last January by State 
Superintendent of Public In- 
struction George T. Wilklns 
who proposed the State of Illi- 
nois consider construction of 
an educational network which 
would bring educational TV 
to all areas of the state. 

Tho proposed network, 
which would be connected by 
a two-channel microwave 
system would include partici- 
pation by the three existing 
educational stations — WT- 
TW. Chicago; WSIU, operated 
by southern Illinois Univer- 
sity at Cabrondalc; and WI- 
LL, operated by the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, Champaign — 
all VHF, very-high frequency 
stations. Under the pro- 
posal, funds are included to 
maximize the broadcasting 
power coverage of WILL and 
WSIU. 

Construction is also pro- 
posed to establish nine UFH, 
ultra-high frequency stations 
at or near Newton, Edwardc- 
vllle, Springfield, Macomtt, 
Kewancc, DcKalb, Kankakee, 
Normal' and possibly Charles- 
ton. Low powered trans- 
lator stations as engineering 
necessity requires and pro- 
posed for certain areas in 
southeastern and northwest- 
ern Illinois, would complete 
the goal of 100 per cent stole- 
wide signal coverage. 

Dr. Robert Sluiltz, super- 
visor for instructional tele- 
vision in the office of the 
superintendent of public in- 
struction told the commission 
that the proposed network 
would provide availability of 
educational TV programs for 
all school levels from kinder- 
garten through college. 
Shultz said private schools 
would be able to participate. 
The network would also 
schedule community telecast- 
ing for the general public. 

Costs for providing Illinois 
with the network should be 
examined in terms of what 
the schools would have to pay 
to achieve the same results 
without educational televi- 
sion, Dr. Shultz told the com- 
mission. Ho quoted from an 
Anaheim, California, school 
district TWstudy which- re- 
vealed that for about $18,000 
that district has instituted a 
televised elementary lan- 
guage program, that would 
otherwise cost about $100,000 
if enough skilled teachers 
could be found,. Another ex- 



ample: Televised music In- 
struction is estimated to cost 
about $0,000; in conventional 1 
teaching, -such a program 
would cost closer to $00,000. 
Moreovej', Anaheim school- 
men estimate that within the 
next three years, if educa- 
tional television had not been 
available, about . $300,000, 
would have. had to be budget- 
ed just for salaries for new 
teachers, assuming they could 
be found. 

Specific recommendations, 
prepared by a television sub- 
committee, adopted today by 
the School Problems Commis- 
sion include the following: 

1. That the superintend- 
ent of public instruction be 
appointed the official educa : 
tional television agency for 
the State of Illinois and that 
the office of public instruc- 
tion serve as the co-ordinab' 
administrative staff Tor the 
educational TV network. 

2. That appropriate legis- 
lation be submitted to (he 
103 General Assembly to au- 
thorize the establishment or 
the Illinois State Educational 
TV network. 

3. That the superintend- 
ent of public instruction be' 
given a budget for adminis- 
tration and operation of the 
network. 

4. That the superintend- 
ent of public instruction ap- 
point a director for the net- 
work with necessary adminis- 
trative staff, including a chief 
engineer for the system; a 
secretary and a budget clerk 
with direct responsibility In 
the director. 

5. That all fiscal business 
of the network be handled by 
the finance officers and staff 
of the office of the superin- 
tendent of public instruction.

According to Mrs. Schroth, 
nearly 120 patients have been 
placed in homes in the two 
years since the program, 
known as the Family Care 
Plan, began.
